The Japanese have an unsuc- 
cessful attempt to recapture Lone 
Tree Hill.

The failure of the War Office to 
give out dispatches is attributed to 
the holiday, the censors commission 
disbanding early.

RUSSIAN ARMY ADVANCING. 
RAIN dINDERING EVERYTHING.

IF JUDGE WAS DRUNK, 


HE famous affidavits accusing him

Papa Grosmeyer Retains art 
Rogers to Take Charge of the Case, 


Miss Rose Grosmeyer was to have 
been sentenced yesterday for jabbing a 
stillette into Mr. Puckett from Texas, 
but she wasn't. Her attorney, J. Ma- 
rion Brooks, was on exhibition and s0 
the sentencing had to give way to the 
temporarily more important matter. 

Attorney Brooks wanted to argue a 
motion for a new trial, but he never 
reached the argumentative stage. H 
fled two affidavits in support of hi 
motion. and they were of the volcan! 
variety. They scorched the court a 
teasted Deputy District Attorney Mc- 
Comas to a crisp. 

The brow of Judge Smith was 
éereased in a frown and he had little 
to say. During the trial of Miss Rose, 
and when McComas was addressing 
the jury, Brooks took exception to his 
quotation of certain bits of testimony. 
He interrupted the Deputy District 
Attorney, saying that he wanted “to 
get him straight.” To this McComas 
responded in his ordinarily bluff man- 
ner that counse) couldn't set him 
straight because he wasn't straight on 
it himeelf.” 

That was when Attorney Brooks uc- 
cused McComas of being unable to 
stretch his length in bed on account 
of his lack of straightness, and the 
court thereupon fined the attorney $25, 
which next day. however, was remit- 
ted. But this episode was dwelt upon 
by Brooks in making his affidavit. He 


said: 

“That affiant conducted himself in 
an orderly and respectful manner. giv- 
ing the court no cause or occasion to 
reprimand or criticise his conduct.

TWICE-TOLD TALE. 
QUIGGLE WANTS $106,000. 

The value of services not rendered 
may be appraised more highly than it: 
the work had been actually completed. 
A case of that kind is being exploited 
just now before Judge Allen and a 
jury in a suit wherein J. M. Quissie 
is seeking. to recover $100,000 from. 
Marius Meyer, in that the latter is 
alleged to have prevented him from 
completing the digging of a well, 

Meyer is an old Frenchman, ov. nung 
about 1200 acres of land at Santa Fé 
Springs that would be worth a fortune 
if water could be developed. Quigale 
is a well driller who thought he could 
strike the fluid for Meyer, and in De- 
cember, 1998, a contract was entered 
into by which Quiggic undertook to 
sink a well and develop fifty inches of 
water, for which Meyer agreed to pay 
at the rate of $100 for every inch. It 
a less amount than fifty inches was to 
be found, then Meyer was not i» be 
held liable for any charges, 

Toward the end of January. 1599, 
Quiggle got to work and kept at it un- 
tll the early summer of June, 190), 
when, according to Quiggle, he was in- 
formed by Meyer that the deal was off 
and that he wouldn't be allowed to 
sink the hole in the ground any deeper. 
Quiggie says that in being thus pre- 
vented from completing his ontract 
he has been damaged to the extent of 
$10¢,000; that he furnished labor and 
materials worth about $4060, of which 
only $500 has been paid. He now asks 
judgment for $99,500, .

Defeats Martin Decisively in 
Second Round. 


Body Punching Does Trick 
Most Effectively. 


Jack Issues a Challenge to 
Jeffries—Prelims. 


No longer can Champion Jeffries urge 
lack of class in answer to Johnson's 
insistent demands for a chance at the 
tittie. When burly Black Jack, bigger, 
stronger, ‘aster than ever before en- 
terec the ring flushed with confidence 
in his own powers, determined to force 
the pace as his magnificent physique 
warrants and then, finaliy, in the second 
round of last night's brief but bruising 
encounter banged home a terrific right 
Ssmesh to the heart and followed it 
with a tearing left hook aimed fairly, 
truly to the point of the jaw, six feet 
six and a half inches of athietic man- 
hood shivered—toppled like a ligutning -
